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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


April 1, 1983. 
Dear Fellow Missourians: 

Missouri’s $179.5 million March general revenue receipts total was up 6.1 
percent over March a year ago. But that news doesn’t accurately reflect some 
discouraging revenue signs. 

The only reason that March receipts show an increase over last year is an ac- 
celeration in payment of this year’s county foreign insurance taxes. This year, 
insurance companies must pay the tax on insurance premiums quarterly 
rather than making one payment at year-end. The result is that first quarter 
county foreign insurance payments inflate March receipts by more than $15 
million. 

As an economic indicator, sales tax receipts show no progress toward recov- 
ery. March sales tax receipts totaled $55.1 million, down nearly 13 percent 
from last March. So far this fiscal year, sales tax collections are up only three 
percent over the same period last year. 

March individual income tax collections totaled $83.7 million, up nine per- 
cent over last March. For the year to date, individual income tax collections 
are up .7 percent over last fiscal year. 

Corporate income tax receipts for March posted $7 million, down 24.5 per- 
cent from corporate receipts in March, 1982. For the year to date, corporate in- 
come tax receipts are up .7 percent over last fiscal year. 

Combined, all other general revenues totaled $33.7 million, up 62 percent 
over March a year ago. Without the county foreign insurance boost, all other 
general revenue would have dipped about 11 percent from last March. For the 
fiscal year to date, all other general revenues are up 6.5 percent over last year. 

Through the first three quarters of the fiscal year, general revenue totals 
are up 8.1 percent over the same period last fiscal year. 

The outlook for the fiscal year is that Missouri will meet the revised budget. 
But it now appears revenues will not allow the governor to release previously 
withheld funds. Nor will current revenue levels prevent a recurrence of cash 
flow problems early next fiscal year.
